Supreme Court Justice Hugo Black Retires 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
•—Justice Hugo L. Black, 85, 
senior 
mem ber of 
the 
Su­ 
preme Court, retired Friday 
because of poor health after 
more than a third of a centu­ 
ry ort the nation’s highest tri­ 


bunal. 
Few 
jurists, 
if 
any, 
did 
m ore 
to 
change 
American 
society. Once a mem ber of 
the Ku Klux Klan, he became 
a champion of individual li­ 
berty, 
fair trials 
andi free 
speech. 
The 
always 
controversial 
j u s t i c e , hospitalized since 
Aug. 28 for treatment of in­ 
flamed 
blood 
vessels, 
an­ 
nounced his decision to slop 
down less than three weeks 
before the court begins a new 
term Oct. 4. 


President Nixon now has a 
chance 
to put a third 
ap­ 
pointee on the nine-jus,tice pa­ 
nel. 
Black, son of a storekeeper 
from Clay County, Ala, had 
served 34 years and 28 days 
when he sent a m essenger to 
the White House with his re­ 
signation. 
Had 
he stayed 
on until 
March 1, he would have cap­ 
tured 
the 
all.-time seniority 
record from Justice Stephen 
J. Field, 
who served from 
1863 to 1897 for 34 years, six 
months and 11 days. 
White House Press Secret­ 
ary 
Ronald 
L. 
Ziegler 
an­ 
nounced that Rlack said he 
was retiring because of 
ill 
health. He said President Ni- 
x o n 
“accepts 
with 
deep 


regret the decision on the part 


of Justice Black to retire from 


active service.” 
But Ziegler would not re­ 


lease the text of Black’s letter 


to Nixon. 
He said the President would 
select 
“ the 
best 
qualified 
m an” to fill the seat 
that 
Black held since Oct. 9, 1937, 
after 
his 
appointment 
by 
President Franklin D. Roose­ 


velt. 
Asked if Nixon would try to 
find a Southerner to replace 
him —as Nixon has said he 
would —Ziegler said “ I don’t 
have anything to tell you on 
what the President’s intention 
is in seeking a new associate 
Justice. 1 can tell you he will 
seek the best qualified m an.” 


Nixon made that vow after 


the Senate had rejected his 


nominations of Judge Clement 


F. Haynsworth and G. Har- 


rold Carswell, both from the 


South. 
Black, 
who 
probably 
had 
m o r e 
influence 
on 
social 
change in the nation than any 
other m em ber of the court in 
modern tim es, has been un­ 
dergoing treatment at Beth- 
esda N a v a l Hospital. T h e 
exact nature and seriousness 
of his illness has never been 
disclosed. 
Black’s 
illness 
was 
dis­ 
closed about the sam e time 
as that of Justice John M. 
Harlan, 72. Harlan, the third 
ranking justice, was admitted 
to Bethesda an Aug. 16 for 


what was called a back ail­ 


ment. Just Thursday he was 


transferred to George Wash­ 


ington University Hospital for 


tests to determine the cause 


of his ailment. 
Black w as a U.S. Senator 
from Alabama and a former 
mem ber of the Ku Klux Klan 
when he w as appointed to the 
court. But throughout his long 
career, he was a leading ad­ 
vocate for racial desegrega­ 
tion —in schools and other 
public facilities —as well as 
an ardent defender of civil 
rights. 
Black, who will continue to 
draw his annual $60,000 sala­ 
ry in retirement, was the first 
Roosevelt appointee after los­ 
ing his fight to “ pack” the 


court in the 1930’s. His tenure 


on the Court spanned the ad­ 


ministrations 
of 
six 
chief 


executives. 
Born Feb. 27, 1886, he serv­ 


ed under five Chief Justices 
and saw 18 colleagues leave 
the court either by death or 
resignation. During his years 
on the bench, he took part in 
about 4,000 
decisions 
inter­ 
preting federal law and the 
U.S. 
Constitution. 
Together, 
they occupy about 100 vol­ 
um es 
of 
the 
high 
court’s 
printed opinions. 
Among his most significant 
opinions was the 1963 ruling 
that states are required 
to 
provide a lawyer fnr all indi­ 
gent criminal defendants. He 
hadi taken ¡the sam e stand 21 


years earlier in a dissenting 
opinion. 
Two names almost always 
crop up in speculation about a 
new 
Nixon 
appointee, 
Rep. 
Richard H. Poff, R-Va., and 
Washington lawyer Charles S. 
Rhyne, a classm ate of the 
President’s at Duke. 
Rhyne, by chance, visited 
the White House Friday. Zieg­ 
ler said the meeting was to 
discuss Rhyne’s visit to Yu­ 
goslavia for the World Peace 
Through Law Conference.

Mansfield was threatening to 
deny campaign funds to any 
Dem ocratic colleague who re­ 
fuse to vote to kill the draft 
bill. 
The tactic used by William 
L. Safire, President Nixon’s 
t hief speechwriter, on the eve 
of the crucial Senate vote was 
denounced on the Senate floor 
by Mansfield and by a sup­ 


ported of the draft, Sen. Lloyd 
M. Bentsen Jr., D-Tex., 
Their 
denunciations 
cam e 
just before the 47 to 36 vote 
by which the Senate rejected 
Mansfield’s motion to table — 
and thus kill - t h e bill extend­ 
ing the draft. 
After the vote, White House 
Press 
Secretary 
Ronald 
L. 
Ziegler conceded under ques­ 
tioning 
that 
Safire 
called 
“ several” newsmen Thursday 
night to suggest they check a 
report that Mansfield threa­ 
tened 
to cut off 
campaign 


funds 
to 
Democratic 
sena­ 
tors who did not support his 
position on tha draft. 
Ziegler said that Safire ini­ 
tiated the calls. He said Sa­ 
fire “ was simply suggesting 
to reporters that they might 
want tci check them out.” 
In his calls, Safire, speak­ 
ing 
on 
a 
not-for-attribution 
basis, said Mansfield told a 
Democratic caucus last week 
that any senator who voted to 
revive the draft “ will be de­ 
nied money and political sup­ 
port 
from 
the 
Democratic 


Campaign Com m ittee.”

In a speech delivered only 
minutes before the vote on 
the draft, Mansfield discussed 
Safire’s tactic. 
“ I hesitate to refer to such 
a matter, but no doubt many 
senators and) others read refe­ 


rences to, it,” Mansfield said. 
“ In 
the 
circum stances, 
it 
should be said that no such 
statem ent was made by me 
or to my knowledge, for that 
matter, by anyone else —at 
any time or any place.” 
S e n ,

D-Calif., told a reporter that 
the White House, w as “ irres­ 
ponsible” in spreading the re­ 
port 
—even 
if 
there 
were 
truth 
to 
Safire’s 
contention 
that he had heard it from a 
Democratic senator whom he 
would not name.

near the offices of state Cor- 
:tions 
Commissioner 
Rus­ 
sell Oswald, the man who or­ 
dered the storming of Attica 
state prison. 
The blast occured just be­ 
fore 8 p.m. on the ninth floor 
of the Twin C Towers office 
b u i l d i n g , the sam e floor 
where Oswald’s office is lo­ 
cated. The building, a steel 
and glass structure, is about 
one block from the capital in 
the downtown section of the 
city. 
P o l i c e 
said 
the 
bomb 
caused extensive dam age but 
there were no reported 
in­ 
juries. 
Police said 
the 
explosion 
cam e after a call had been 
received from a woman say­ 
ing there was a bomb in the 
recently-completed building. 


Officials.did not immediate­ 
ly 
say 
where 
Oswald 
was 
when the bomb went off. The 
commissioner had been at At­ 
tica prison,since the uprising 
last Thursday and the assault 
Monday which ended a rebel­ 
lion in which 40 persons died. 
The explosion, came as a 
congressional 
committee 
opened an investigation into 
the riot. 
Four 
doctors, 
meanwhile, 
said convicts told them sever­ 
al 
inm ates at 
Attica 
were 
shot 
as 
they 
lay 
on 
the 
ground or tried to flee as au­ 
thorities retook the prison and 
closed out the five day upris­ 


ing. 
In New York City, 
radio 
station WBA1-FM said it had 
received a letter from 
the 
Weathermen claim ing credit 
for the bombing. 
The location of the explo­ 
sion 
was pinpointed as 
a 
men’s wash room. The blast 
was reported to have knocked 
out a wall separating the of­ 
fice 
area from 
the 
men’s 
room. 
Officials said the only per­ 
sons in the building were cus­ 
todial workers and that they 
had 
been evacuated 
before 
the bomb went off, 
A policeman reached inside 


the ninth floor offices by tele­ 
phone said, 
“Things 
are a 
sham bles. I’d say damage is 
extensive.” 
Newsm en at the scone said 
there was no visible sign of 
dam age to the building. 


About 7:30 p.m., a half hour 
before 
the bomb went otf, 
WBA1-FM 
received 
a 
tele­ 
phone call 
from 
a 
woman 
identifying herself as a mem­ 
ber 
of 
the 
“ Weather 
U n­ 
derground” and saying a let­ 
ter regarding the Attica riots 
w as waiting in a certain tele­ 
phone booth in Manhattan, a 
WBA1 spokesman said. 


The letter, bearing sym bols 
of the Weather Underground, 
said, “ tonight we attacked the 
head offices of the New \o r k 
State Department of Correc­ 
tion 
in 
Albany. 
Tomorrow, 
thousands of people will dem­ 
onstrate in 
New 
York 
and 
around 
the country 
against 
this racist slaughter. 


“ We must contmue to make 
the Rockefellers, the Oswalds, 
the Reagans and the Nixons 
pay for their crim es.” 
R e p . C au d e Pepper, 
D - Fla., 
chairman 
of 
the 
House Select Committee on 
Crime, said, “We are here to 
find out facts, not to condemn 
anybody.” 
Before leaving for Attica, 
Pepper and four m em bers of 
the committee conferred 
in 
New York City with Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller, who had 
ordered the attack 
Monday 
which regained control of the 
prison from the 
rebel con­ 
victs. Nine hostages and 30 
inmates were slain in the as­ 
sault and a 10th prison em ­ 
ploye had died earlier of a 


beating. 
‘ ‘ O u r primary concern,’ 
Pepper said, “Is what lessons 
are to be learned from this 
tragedy that will help us pre­ 
vent Its recurrence...”

Convict Accused of Killing Transferred 
Search on for Weapons at Folsom 


SACRAMENTO - Secret­ 
ary 
of 
State 
Edmund 
G. 
Brown Jr. Wednesday warned 
134 unsuccessful political can­ 
didates—including 
former 
U.S. Sen. George Murphy and 
f o u r unsuccessful Pomona 
Valley candidates — that they 
will be prosecuted unless they 
comply with state laws re­ 
quiring them to disclose the 
source of their campaign con­ 
tributions. 
In certified letters to the 
candidates, Brown said he is 
giving them until Oct. 15 to 
file campaign statements. 
Brown said Murphy’s cam- 
pagin committee filed a state­ 
ment with his office, but Mur­ 
phy has failed to file his per­ 
sonal report. 
“ The law clearly states that 
both the candidate and his 
campaign committee, if he 
has 
one, 
must 
file 
state­ 
ments,” said Brown. 
Names of four candidates 
from the Pomona Valley area 
appear on the list of those 
who have not yet complied 
with the law. 
They are: 
Dwayne T. Canon, 1161 W. I 
St., Ontario, who ran for su­ 
perintendent of public instruc­ 


tion. 
Chester M. 
Wright, 2349 
Orange Dr., Upland, for Con­ 
gress from the 33rd District. 
Helen M. Histen, 454 W. 
Northride Ave., Glendora, for 
Assembly from the 49th Dis­ 
trict. 
Luis A. Ruiz, 13234 Alan- 
wood Rd., La Puente, for As­ 
sembly from the 50th District.

FOLSOM (UP1)—A convict 
accused of killing a civilian 
laundry worker was trans­ 
ferred to another institution 
Friday while other Folsom 
P r i s o n inmates remained 
locked in their cells as guards 
searched for weapons. 
Jeffrey Patrick Gaulden, 26, 
a black sentenced to state pri­ 
son in 1967 after being con­ 
victed in San Diego County 
for assault with a deadly wea­ 
pon, was transferred to Deuel 
Vocational Institute near Tra­ 
cy. 


He was accused of stabbing 
to death Ronald L. Turner, 
30, a white laundry supervisor 
and father of four. The killing 
occurred Thursday. 
Folsom Warden Walter E. 
Craven said the suspect was 
not considered a leader of 
any militant faction but “ was 
certainly a follower—a par­ 
ticipant 
of 
anything 
going 
on.” 
He added, “ The facts so far 
will not support any motive 
except the desire to assassi­ 
nate a member of the staff.” 
It was the first killing of a 
Folsom staff member since 
1937. But it was the 33rd vio­ 
lent death in California state 
prisons since January 1970. 
The prison was described 
by 
the warden’s office as 
“ very 
quiet’ 
Friday, 
but 


guards continued a cell-by- 
cell search for possible wea­ 
pons. Shops also were being 
searched. 
The suspected murder wea­ 
pon, a 
crude, 
bloodstained 
12 inch handmade steel knife, 
was recovered. Investigators 
speculated 
the knife m a y 
have been passed to another 
inmate, who carried it to an 
exercise yard and threw the 
weapon over a stone wall into 
a weedpatch. 
The warden canceled in­ 
mate visiting privileges until 
Sept. 25 at the maximum se­ 
curity prison located in the 
Sierra foothills east of Sacra­ 
mento.

Night Enrollment Drops 
At MSAC; 40 Classes Cut

WALNUT — Am unexpected 
drop in the registration of 
evening school students has 
forced Mt. San Antonio Col­ 
lege to cancel at least 40 
classes so far, Thomas J. 
O’Connor, vice president in­ 
charge of academic affairs 
revealed Friday. 
If the normal attrition rate 
of 10 per cent takes place be­ 
tween the first day of classes 
and the second week, several 
additional classes may have 
to be dropped, he said. 
O’Connor reported a para­ 
dox in registration to the 
board of trustees Friday: the 
drop in the evening session 
was offset by a large increase 
in the number of students 
who enrolled in the day ses­ 


sion. 
First day enrollment figures 
show a registration of 10,158 
students this year, a new all- 
time high, compared with 9,- 
118 last year, in the day divi­ 
sion; at night, the current fig­ 
ure is 7,056, compared with 
7,630 last year. 
T h e over-all registration 
shows an increase of 2y2 per 
cent and a total first day en­ 
rollment of 17,214. 
O’Connor 
said 
enrollment 
customarily drops 10 per cent 
by the end of the second week 
as students drop classes they 
don’t want to carry. But he 
said this probably will not af­ 
fect the comparative figures 
too much. 
O’Connor blamed the shift 
in enrollm ent on economic 
problems within the district, 
particularly a loss in job op­ 
portunities. 


“Many of the students who 
have been attending evening 
classes did so because they 
were 
working 
during 
the 
day,” 
he explained. 
“Now 
that they don’t have j* os, 
they are coming to classes 
during the day full time. Oth- 
e r s t u d e n t s were taking 
classes to broaden their job 
understanding. Now, without 
jobs, they don’t need 
the 
classes.” 
He said the population con­ 
trol which for the past two 
years has caused a reduction 
in 
the 
area’s 
elementary 
school population, also was 
coming up on the horison. and 
“somewhere along here in the 
next few years there is going 
to be a sharp decrease in the 
general college

Checking the Vibrations 
Thus, a gathering of 400 
Methodist pastors at their an­ 
nual school at Adrian College 
is a good place to check the 
vibrations, mood and hopes of 
a broad section of Protestant 
Christianity. 
Here in Mich­ 
igan, the United Methodists 
blanket the state with 1,000 
churches from the Ohio bor­ 
der to the slopes of Canada. 
The most desperate Detroit 
inner city parish to the most

The 
large city pastors and the 
parson with a three-point par­ 
ish can give you a lot of com­ 
mentary during an intensive 
four-day conference.

1) Methodists want a swift 
conclusion to the war in Viet­ 
nam. No debate on this, only 
a sense that things are drag­ 
ging out too much. 
2) They are heartened by 
President Nixon’s new policy 
toward China.

Bromley G. Oxnam has been 
vindicated for his stand in the 
discussion of recognizing Red 
China 20 years ago. 


3) Angela Davis and other 
celebrity prisoners will not 
receive grants from the Meth­ 
odist church. Here they feel 
their Presbyterian 
brethren 
had made a well-intentioned 
error in contributing to the 
defense fund. 
4) The Jesus-People interest 
them greatly. They like their 
enthusiasm and all-out dedi­ 
cation. Yet they worry about 
fads in religion and expect an 
early burn-out for those who 
do not secure an intellectual 
base for an emotional exe- 
rience. (This was the great 
combination that John Wesley 
forged in his revivals.) 
5 ) 
Abortion 
reform 
is 
broadly supported 
and the 
United Methodist Church in 
Michigan 
is 
heavily 
com­ 
mitted to massive changes in 
the state constitution. 
While waiting for the legis­ 
lature to act on abortion re­ 
forms, Methodists have been 
solid participants in the Mich­ 
igan Clergy Counseling Serv­ 
ice for Problem Pregnancies. 
One leader has been the Rev. 
Ross Nicholson of Madison 
Heights, who told the Pastor’s 
School: 
“There are approximately 
50,000 illegal abortions per 
year in the state. At present, 
more than 300 women seek in­ 
formation every month from 
our service. We are located in 
seven cities and have the ac­ 
tive participation of 260 rab­ 
bis and clergymen of 
all 
denominations handling refer­ 
rals.” 
Statistics Emerge 
In the three years that the 
Counseling Service has fun­ 
ctioned, 
more 
than 
17,000 
women have sought advice 
and guidance. These statistics 
emerge from a study of the 
caseS: The average age is be­ 
tween 18 and 25; 60 per cent 
have never been married; 30 
per cent are married, and 10 
per cent widowed or divorced. 


Special legislation will be 
introduced to restore ¡those 
roadside rhymes, once identi­ 
fied with Burma Shave, along 
the nation’s highways. Instead 
of extolling shaving cream, 
however, the new signs would^

S e n . Jennings Randolph,

Committees, respectively, are 
now preparing a bill 
that 
would permit small, tasteful 
anti-pollution 
signs 
to 
be 
placed along

ways. Transportation Secret­ 
ary John Volpe told us he 
would support the measure. 
Meanwhile, our verses have 
inspired better poets to write 
anti-pollution rhymes, which 
they have contributed to the 
cause. David Rockefller, the 
conscientious chairman of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank, dash­ 
ed off this one: 


‘Twas the night before Earth

And all through the glade, 
Not a creature was stirring— 
They all had been sprayed.

Nixon’s Next Moves 
President 
Nixon 
hasn’t 
made up his mind what his 
next economic moves will be

But in the meantime he is 
watching both the economic 
and political indicators close- 


The President has stressed 
to subordinates the need for 
getting a wide consensus. Pri­ 
vate polls have been taken 
and

made to find out how busi­ 
nessmen, workers 
and the 
public-at-large are responsing 
to his new economic direc­ 
tion. 
Meanwhile, the compliance

NEW YORK — This fall 
many Boy Scout and Girl 
Scout troops and other com- 
m u n i t y-m i n. d e d 
groups 
throughout the country will 
continue a growing and profi­ 
table trend in aiding their 
communities and themselves 
collecting and returning 
aluminum beverage cans for 
recycling. 
Aluminum is different from 
otrer so-called ‘‘solid-waste” 
in that its recovery valus is 
about 10 times greater per 
pound than other packaging 
materials, approximately $200 
per ton. Groups collecting and 
returning the aluminum cans, 
therefore, will be able to ac­ 
cumulate a tidy sum of mo­ 
ney for themselves, as well as 
doing the community a serv­ 
ice by removing waste. 
It has been reported that 
leading aluminum companies 
are paying 
per 12 oz. can, 
or IQ cents per pound (ap­ 
proximately twenty 
12 
oz. 
cans) for returned cans. In 
addition, aluminum and beve­ 
rage companies have initiated 
reclamation centers in many 
cities 
across 
the 
country’ 
where scrap aluminum can 
be returned. 
If there is no established 
program this fall in 
your 
community for collecting rec­ 
yclable aluminum cans or 
other 
recyclable 
materials, 
why not suggest such a public 
service project to the Boy or 
Girl Scouts or other youth- 
oriented groups? 
One way to get everyone in­ 
volved is to designate one 
Saturday a month as “ Recl­ 
amation Day” in the commu­ 
nity. All households would be 
asked to put out their alumi­ 
num cans for collection by 
the Scouts on that day.

DOSSIER 51 by Giles Per­ 
rault. William Morrow, $6.95. 


A C.P.A. or a physicist, or 
a banker or someone else 
equally adept at assimilating 
and 
remembering 
numbers 
and what they, as code, stood 
for, would particularly enjoy 
this translation of a French 
best-selier. 
The central theme is excel- 
]ent—find someone supposedly 
incorruptable, then find cut 
how he can be corrupted and 
proceed from there, hopefully 
to a conclusion whereby he 
can be used to your advan- 
tage. 
The method used by the au­ 
thor was clever—all the infor­ 
mation needed by the reader 
to understand the story-line 
was compiled in an officia! 
dossier. But, after learning 
all the numbers and code 
names assigned to the differ­ 
ent 
personnel 
and 
depart­ 
ments 
involved, 
you 
don’t 
dare put the book down! Not 
so much because it is that 
engrossing, 
but 
because 
it 
means re-learning all those 
names and numbers again. 


Although, if you are con­ 
cerned with 
reading

l o s t 
reaquainting 
yourself 
with 51, 52, 8956, Mercury and 
Minerva, et al; time could be 
made up by skimming over 
the innumerable lists cf addi­ 
tions to the dossier fie. con­ 
tents of 51’s wallet, lists of 
coded documents and various 
appendices). 
The craftsmanship of using 
all these bits and pieces of 
facts, and the actual reports on 
information obtained by the 
agents of the various depart­ 
ments and their machination to 
achieve certain ends to devel­ 
op the story line is excellent 
It would seem in handling all 
these, that the author was 
more computer than human. 
The conclusions reached by

—Peaceful reform by demo­ 
cratic means failed where La­ 
tins tried it. Eduardo Frei of 
Chile organized the Christian 
Democrat party, fashioned af­ 
ter successful ones in Europe. 
(Changes came too slowly for 
a people increasingly in des­ 
pair and hunger for rapid re­ 
form.) 


—Finally, the United States 
began 
exporting 
population 
control ideas and counterin­ 
surgency techniques. (Latins 
are bitter about both, viewing 
them as excessivly repressive 
measures.). 
In all those years of what 
was to be a decade of devel- 
o p m e n t , 
Latin 
America 
slipped farther behind. Ac­ 
cording to MacEoin, the aver­ 
age income gain per person 
in a group of 22 western Eu­ 
ropean countries was $110 a 
year from 1960 to 1967.. For 
the poor countries, it was 
$2.26 a year. Unemployment 
may run as high as 30 per­ 
cent. Meanwhile, urban slums 
are sprawling quickly. 


While 
the 
United 
States 
poured $6.9 billion in private 
capital into Latin America be­ 
tween 1951 and 1963, the net 
income taken out amounted to 
$11.9 billion« Ninety-five per 
cent of that amount was in in­ 
terest and dividend payments. 
Meanwhile, the long-term ex­ 
ternal debt of Latin America 
rose from $4 billion to $16.4 
billion, between 1964 and 1969. 
Population 
increases 
will 
magnify the problems. Growl­ 
ing at a rate of 3 per cent a 
year, there were 280 million 
Latins in 1970. By the year 2,- 
000, the forecast is for 600 
million, half of whom will be 
suplus labor.

This is a fine biography of 
dancer Isadora Duncan, writ­ 
ten by her close companion in 
her last days. 
Victor Seroff, a pianist turn­ 
ed author, says he wrote the 
book to dispel inaccuracies in 
earlier biographies of Miss 
Duncan, 
including her own 
autobiography published post­ 
humously and, Seroff said, al­ 
tered from its original content. 
The Real Isadora is fascin­ 
ating — it is meticulously de­ 
tailed, researched and docu­ 
mented and filled with inti­ 
mate recollections of those 
who knew her, many culled 
from past books but clarified 
by Seroff. 
He details her loves, includ­ 
ing Miss Duncan’s notorious 
affairs with designer Gordon 
Craig and millionaire Paris 
Singer-she had an illegitimate 
child by each; 
the tragic 
deaths of her two children; her 
ill-fated marriage to Russian 
poet Sergei Essenin, and her 
death in 1927 when a scarf she 
wore caught in the spokes of 
an auto, breaking her neck. 
“ The Real Isadora” makes 
grand reading and with its 
numerous illustrations is well 
worth purchasing.

Ralph Nader sets the stage 
for the action in an exce’lent 
synoptic introduction to this 
shocker: We the people have 
been blocked from access to 
our government by a corpo­ 
rate crime wave. What we 
need is a list of the 10 most 
wanted corporations. 


The law, however, is much 
more comfortable sentencing 
a telephone coin box thief to 
five years than sentencing a 
b i 11 i o n-dollar price fixing 
executive to six weeks. 


Mintz and Cohen are more 
specific 
— 
overwhelmingly 
specific. Names, places, dates 
and documentation are pro- 
v i d e d in superabundance. 
Clearly, the book required a 
mountain of research, and, 
at least as important, courage 
in presentation. 


What they are saying is 
that the bulk of United States 
business has merged into a 
handful of giant corporation 
conglomerates 
These 
have 
become our true rulers, dic­ 
tating what we pay, what we 
charge, what we read in our 
newspapers, what we see on 
television, whom we elect to 
public office and much of how 
we live. 
These few hundred econom­ 


ic giants, in order to secure 
their 
power, 
have 
uut a 
strangle-hold on the market 
place, on the news and public­ 
ity media, on law enforce­ 
ment. law making, and gov­ 
ernment control, not only do­ 
mestic, but international as 


well. 
Perhaps as scary as any­ 
thing the authors say is the 
implication that government 
and business have become sy­ 
nonymous, and that neither, 
like the corporation as ser up 
under our laws, has a soul. 
It seems obvious that the 
authors had established their 
point of view before they 
wrote their first sentence. It 
is dangerous not to seek ana 
read opposing opinion. 
Should a rebuttal be pub­ 
lished, one hopes that it wi 
be as 
well-presented, wen- 
documented and fearless as 
this book.

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Indians' bitterness 
depicted by book

THE TORTURED AMERI­ 
CANS 
by Robert 
Burnette, 
Prentice-Hall, $7.95. 
In his 
book which drips 
with bitterness and resent­ 
ment, Sioux Robert Burnette 
has documented with great 
c a r e 
injustices 
done 
the 
American Indian by the U.S. 
government since the Con­ 
tinental Congress. 
Burnette is a former presi­ 
dent of the Rosebud Sioux 
Tribe and a former director 
of the National Congress of 
American Indians. 
, Currently he is director of 
the Rosebud 
Sioux Tribe s 
Economic Development 
Ad­ 
ministration. 


He dedicated his bodk to 
the principles of justice and 
equality and asks: “ Is this 
America? If it is, then show 
us Indiana that the truth of 
Equality and Justice is fact, 
not just cheap talk.” 
After summing up what is 
now history, Burnette prop­ 
oses that the Bureau of In­ 
dian Affairs be abolished and 
replaced by a Federal Indian 
Commission, directly respon­ 
sible to the President. 
This commission, he says, 
would resemble the Federal 
Power Commission and the 
Securities Exchange Commis­ 
sion and its prime responsibil­ 
ity would be to protect the In­ 
dians’ trust lands. 
He suggests Congress enact 
a Fair Indian Act to make 
certain that elected tribal of­ 
ficials obey federal and state 
laws. The act would give In­ 
dians access to the federal 


court system right up to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 
It also would give Indians 
authority to impeach elected 
tribal officials, and it would 
p l a c é m atters 
of 
Indian 
health, education and welfare 
with the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare “ where 
they belong. 


“ What the Indian wants,” 
Burnette writes, “is not 
so 
complicated, nor is it so dif­ 
ferent from what other Amer­ 
icans want. He wants to be 
himself, to protect his family 
and his heritage from harm, 
to make a living of his own 
choosing, and to select the 
men who will govern the inti­ 
m ate aspects of his daily life. 
Burnette laments the “cor­ 
rupt” Indian leadership in the 
country, and the “ indifferent 
or malicious” Bureau of 
In­ 
dian Affairs. 
The American Indian, he 
claims, 
is 
surrounded 
by 
“greedy real estate, cattle, 
timber, oil, hunting and fish­ 
ing” interests, and he quotes 
General Sherman’s definition 
of a reservation as: 


“ A place where Indians live 
surrounded by thieves.” 
In 1887, he documents, ap­ 
proximately 138 million acres 
of land belonged to the In­ 
dian. By 1932 some 90 million 
had passed to the whites un­ 
der the Dawes General Allot­ 
ment Act which gave land by 
acre to individual tribe mem­ 
bers. 
Life expectancy to an In­ 
dian on the reservation is 43 5 
years compared to a national 
expectancy of 63.3 years, Bur­ 
nett decries.

Weatherman was right 


Once upon a time, to be precise 67 years ago, out4 official 


weatherman was right! In November of 1904, he went way out 


on a limb and issued a 10-day forecast which predicted “plenty 
of sunshine and dry weather.” However, it must be reported 


he hedged a bit on the third day. Thei reason was because of a 


legendary individual knowrtl as Hatfield the Rainmaker. 


This fellow Hatfield was a living refutation of that statement 


attributed to Mark Twain, who contended: “ Everybody talks 


about the weather but nobody ever does anything about it.” 


And on that November, 1904, Hatfield the Rainmaker was bus­ 


ily at work in the nearby San Gabriel Valley shooting his 


secret ingredients into the cloudless skies. He would bring 
rain, he claimed, within three days. 


But in spite of the many successes Hatfield had previously 


chalked up throughout Southern California, there were many 


scoffers who questioned his ability to produce any meas- 


ureable precipitation. Among them, as has been stated, was the 


Southland’s official weatherman, Mr. Franklin, who stubbornly 


stuck to his “sunshine and dry weather.” However, after two 


days of watchful waiting, the strain began to tell, so he de­ 


cided to add a few clouds to ba| on the safe side of the Hatfield 
prediction. 


Slowly the hours passed as weatherman Franklin anxiously 
watched and waited, and much to his satisfaction the sun stili 


shone despite the thunder of Hatfield’s cannon which could be 
heardf all the way to Pomona. 


For three days rainm aker Hatfield labored mightily and, for 


the sake of historical accuracy, it must beM stated that oni the 


third day ha did bring forth a, heavy fog. But official weath­ 


erman Franklin gleefully pointed out it wasn’t! rain. —It was 


true, of course. Yet, as always happens, there were 
some 


critics who insisted it was the first, and probably the last time 


our weatherman would ba right. 


Education for the* Indian, he 
claims “is and has Deem a 
farce.”

dian country.”

four-week visit to America from Bari, Italy, last month. A 
very open, impressionable 19, she had a great deal to say — 
with the hejp of a translator, namely my dad — both good and 
bad. about the United States and its people.

“New York gave the impression of being too noisy, busy, 
and hard to live in,” she said. “ Instead, Washington seemed 
an ideal place to live.”

After she had no more impressions of America to share, 
Rita went on to describe Italy. 
First, of course, came the school system. Italian children 
start school at the age of six. They spend five years in an 
elementary school, then three m intermediate classes. These 
eight years are compulsory education. 
Afterwards, the Italian student chooses the. course» of study 
he would like to follow for the next fivé years. These years are 
roughly equivalent to high school, here, but more intensive. 
Among the choices are five-year schools of art, liberal arts, 
science, teaching, or technical trades. Other trade schools of­ 
fer two-and or three-year courses, after which the student is 
ready for apprenticeship or his own tratte. 
The five-year school Rita chose was the liberal arts course, 
known as the “ classico.“ She attended classes from 8:30 a.m. 
to 1:30 p.m.. Monday through Saturday, and completed more 
than five hours of homework each day. 
After the five-year course, an examination is given which 
includes the material covered during that entire length of 
time. This is called “di maturità” . Rita had jusi completed 
this exam before she left with her family for America. 
Score Determines Cost 
The mark achieved on this exam determines how much she 
will have to pay toward her education at a university. A high 
mark will assure her of free or half-tuition the first year. If she 
continues her high scholastic performance, she may finish the 
university at minimum cost. 
During the school year she had little free time, but wfith the 
coming of summer she found more time to be with friends. 
She belongs to a Catholic youth group in Italy. Under the 
guidance of this organization, young people “ assist the poor 
and have many discussiors . . 
Rita's favorite summer occupations include reading, (“ I 
read everything.“ ) and listening to music. She likes Steinbeck, 
Hemingway and the Italian author Bacchelli. Her favorite 
music falls under the category of folkrock. There are many 
American records available in Italy. 
Among her favorite non-Italian recording artists are Joan 
Baez, the Beatles, and Jose Feliciano. She has a particular 


preference for the music of George Gershwin, and she said she 
likes the meaningful songs which many Italian artists trans­ 
late and record. 
With her friends, Rita often spends time shopping. Occasio­ 
nally they go to the movies. 
Date in Groups 
Young people in Italy do not date ini couples — they go 
around in groups, and, as all groups of friends do, the}'* joke 
around a lot. 
When she completes her studies at the university (she thinks 
she would like to be an interpreter) and when she is settled in 
her work, she will think about getting a husband. She has no 
one in rnind right now, but, she said, “of course he must have, 
certain characteristics.” 
And. at her own request, I will conclude with an invitation to 
all the young people who see this: Come to Italy!

With these newr knit fabrics, 
you can stitch sweater coats, 
sweater vests, sweater pants

sweaters, 
using 
standard patterns. Many of 
the knits are made of synthet 
ic fibers such as Acrilan acr- 
y 1 i c , and are completely 
washable. Be sure to check 
for 
the 
reassuring 
Wear- 
Dated guarantee. This is a 
real bonus for the gal who 
sews her own; for the first 
time, she is guaranteed a full 
refund on her yardage if the 
fabric does not give satis­ 
factory wear for a full year. 
Like any other guarantee, a 
card must be filled in and re­ 


turned. 
Sweater 
knits 
are 
quite 
easy to handle. Since they are 
tubular when rolled on the 
bolt, slit your yardage length­ 
wise to get the 54-inch width. 
Be sure the fabric is straight 
before you begin to cut. Big 
tailor tacks are a must, since 
dressmaker’s carbon will not 
show on the textured surface 
of the fabric. And be sure to 
test-stitch a swatch to get the 
best stitch length. 
Garments 
such as 
coats 
may be lined or unlined, but 
a knit lining is recommended, 
so it will have the same sort 
of give’ as the knit fabric. A 
zigzag stitch will offer extra 


elasticity; some of the newer 
machines 
have 
a 
special 
stitch for sewing knits. If you 
are making an unlined gar­ 
ment, stabilize main seams 
with binding. 
So if you lack the patience 
or talent 
for 
hand knits, 
check your pie e goods de- 
p a r t m e n t for knits-by-the 
yard. You’ll have the season N 
best fashions in a fraction or 
the knitting time.

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A tiny shop, 


a shoestring 


budget bloom 


into success 


M O N T C L A IR —There are no signs of a faltering economy in 
the booming business of tecreation, say the owners of M & M 
Camping Outfitters or, Mills Avenue. They say the firm is shar­ 
ing in the bonanza created by the hordes of devotees of the out- 
of-dc-ors. 
. 
M & M opened its doors in the spring of 1959 as two local 
teachers hoped to make a few extra dollars on weekends an 
during the summer selling and renting camping equipment t he 
first month’s rent of $85 was part of $1,000 ‘ openi"S ¡™\ * 
borrowed from their credit union. The rest was used to purchase 
some tents, sleeping bags, stoves, lanterns, etc., some ot which 
was to be used for rental purposes. 
Now 12 years later, M & M owns the building it first rented 
and the property adjoining. Buildings have been 
£ 
rebuilt as new requirements have arisen. The merchan.Jise oi 
lered has varied with changing times. As people have de™*nd<^ 
more luxury M & M has de-emphasized conventional gear in 
favor of recreational vehicles of several kinds. And ^ e sh a v e 
grown from $15,000 the lirst yea» to an estimated $1 million 


1971. 
Experiments in several kinds of recreational ^hicles ganging 
up to expensive motor homes have indicated to M A M that its 
niche is in the fold-down type camping trailers. For the past 
three years it has been the largest dealer of that kind of equip­ 
ment in the state.For the past two years it has earned a lull 
line of self-contained travel trailers. 
A branch M & M was opened in Fontana in 1968. Its success 
necessitated a move to the larger market area of Sa" ^ ™ ar‘ 
dino 
where an air-conditioned showroom on N. Waterman 
Avenue quickly caught on. In January 1969, another M & M was 
S I P a c i f i c Coast Highway in Harbor Civy. Botn: „ranch 
operations offer self-contained travel trailers, as we» as the tola- 


down type. 
The rental aspect of business is still important to M & M. T 
addition of trailers to its rental offerings has proved successful. 
Sale of trailers, however, account for the bulk of its business 
volume. Other types of merchandise have been tested for sales 
notentia! (mini-bikes, trail-bikes, all terrain vehicles, arch ry, 


etc.) but all have been dropped as unsuitable in terms of sales 
volume. 
Other additions in the service area have proved successful, 
particularly trailer hitches sales and installations, canvas repair 
work, and some types of trailer repair. 


Position Not Accident 
M & M’s position as a top trailer sales business has not come 
about accidentally. The firm became well-known in the recre­ 
ational vehicle business by participating in sports shows, fairs 
and other events where there are displays of outdoor equipment. 
Typical of its efforts is its large trailer display at the Los Ang­ 
eles County Fair. 
At the end of M & M’s first season, Gaylord Maxwell, one of 
the original owners, became the sole proprietor of the business. 
For many years he combined business and teaching in the Pom- 
na Unified School District. The actual running of the stores was 
left to managers. Two years ago, Maxwell resigned his teaching 
position to devote full time to M & M. Two months ago, Don 
Glover, formerly of the Inland Bank and for the past year gener­ 
al manager of M & M, becamd a partner. The partners have the 
help of 12 employes. 
In spite of long hours and many seven-day work weeks, Max­ 
well still finds time to go earning regularly—“ field work,” he 
calls it. His camping trips are oooften reported on in SCAN. As a 
recognized leader in the recreational vehicle industry, Maxwell 
is a regular contributor to “ RV TRADE DIGEST,” an important 
trade magazine devoted exclusively to the concerns of recre­ 
ational vehicle dealers. 


M & M expects to grow with the demands of the industry and 
the public, Maxwell said. A new M & M in the Culver City area is 
being contemplated for next year. Possibly there are other M & 
M’3 in the future. 


Maxwell suggests that historians in the future will declare that 
the biggest discovery of the 20th century was the “ Great Out­ 
doors.” The little camping store on Mills Avenue has enjoyed 
some of the fruits of that discovery and expects to go right on
